limb  that  remains  uncovered,  will  yield  a  dim  twilight  On  t|ie  other 
aie  of  the  Atlantib,  the  EcH}>se  >^  be  totaitia  Spain  and  parts  of 
Africa,  though  not  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland.

In  this  monui  the  OoAic 
tribes  tRent  out  on  warlike  wpeditions.  It  anawears  to  Nuuui,^ 
Abib  (Neh.  il  1  j  Deqt.  zn.  1),  the  seventh  of  the  dmk  vaA  Iht 
first  of  the  sacred  year  of  the  Jews.  By  the  9ax<ma  it  was  named 
Hlyd-monath,  the  loud  or  windy  month.

— May  (Latin,  Main*)  is  so  denominated  firom  Maia,  the 
most  beautiful  of  the  consteUation  Pleiades,  and  the  fabled  mother 
of  Mercury,  one  of  the  6Ise  deities.  Hie  corresponding  Jewish 
month  was  SlYAir  (Batii.  yiii.  9),  the  ninth  of  the  civil,  and  tiiird  of 
tiie  sacred  year.

Cope  Spear  Xt^fA^Thia  Liffht  waa  ftrat  exhibited  on  the  let 
September,  1886 ;  it  is  produced  by  leven  amnd  burners  and  sil- 
vend  reflectors  burning  at  an  elevation  of  276  feet— it  revolvea, 
diewing  a  bright  Light  evenr  minute,  and  in  fiivouraUe  weaUier 
can  be  seen  36  miles.  It  is  situated  in  47.81'  N.  lat.  and  62.83'  W. 
longitude. 

Harbor  Grace  Idand  Ltght-^Tint  exhibited  on  the  21st  Novem- 
ber, 1887  {  it  is  a  Fixed  Lwht,  has  fifteen  axsand  bumera  and  reflec- 
tors, shewing  a  steady  bright  Lisht  from  N.  to  S.  W.  utd  by  W. 
aeaward,  elevated  above  the  level  of  the  sea  161  iBet,  and  can  ba 
aeen  in  fiur  weather  in  rounding  Cape  St.  Fkaada  or  crossing  Con* 
^tion  Bay,  on  the  intervening  space  between  N.  aad  S.W.  and  by 
W.  I  on  the  land  side  the  I^ht  ia  more  feeble.  It  is  situated  in  lat. 
47;42  N.,  and  in  Ion.  68U>6  W. 

Cegpe  Bonavigta  XtoA^-Situated  in  kt.  48.42  Nn  Ion.  62.69  W.,  ia 
a  Revolving  Lightj  saewing  ahemately  every  two  minutes  a  White 
and  a  Red  Light.  It  is  produced  by  sixteok  argand  burners  and  re- 
flectors, bums  at  an  elevation  above  the  sea  of  160  feet,  and  in  tkrwa* 
able  weather  can  be  seen  30  miles.  For  some  years  the  Lidbt  vppm* 
ratus  was  m  use  at  the  Bell  Rock,  East  aoast  of  Scotland.  By  keep* 
bag  this  Light  opoi  with  Cape  Largent,  it  witt  cany  you  dear  (NT  tha 
Ftowera  Rocks }  flrst  exhibited  11^  September,  1843. 

Cape  Pine  Light— l!tiuk  tower  is  of  iron,  built  by  the  Lnperial 
Ctovenunent  in  1849-60,  and  first  put  in  requisition  on  the  Ist  Jaa« 
uaxy,  1861.  It  is  revolving,  and  shews  a  Imght  fladi  every  80  aa- 
aonda— 4tas  12  argand  burners  and  reflectorfr'-elevated  above  tha 
level  of  the  sea  314  feet— situated  in  lat  46.37  N.,  and  in  Ion.  68.30 
W.  In  a  fiivourable  state  of  the  atmoi^here  it  can  be  seen  80 
miles. 

MttrboT  Oraee  Beach  Beacon  and  Xta^^— First  exhibited  11th  Sep- 
tember, 1864 ;  stands  on  the  Point  of  Brach  at  the  entrance  of  Har- 
bor Grace.

Wmte  Light,  bums  at  an  elevation  of  02  feet  above  high  water, 


exhibited  every  night  from  sunset  to  sunrise,  and  in  fiivonble 
ther  will  be  seen  from  E.N.E.,  seaward,  to  8.W.,  12  miles.  Vessela 
bound  Northward  by  keepi^  this  Light  open  with  the  North  HmuI

Doddin^^  Head,  Ortat  Burin  Idand,  Light— Tlaa  light  was  put 
in  requisition  on  the  3rd  August,  1858,  and  is  ahibitedevary' night 
from  sun-set  to  sun-rise,  it  is  revolving,  cato-dioptric,  of  the 
second  order,  producing  a  brilliant  White  laght  every  minute,  witi^ 
intermediate  flMhes  at  intervals  of  twenty  seconds,  burning  at  an  ele- 
vation of  410  feet  above  the  levd  of  the  sea,  and  in  favourable  wea-
